The _ first 
element in that situation is that Cox 
is not going to be what, for example, 
Parker was after his disastrous de- 
feat by Roosevelt in 1904. Cox 
certainly going to be an active figure 
next year, and under certain s‘tua- 
tions may be one of the leading fig- 
ures. It would be far too much to 
say that he is now one of the mere 
serious possibilities for the actual 
nomination. But it would be too 
much also to say that even in tbis 
resject he is absolutely and definute- 
ly eclipsed: Omitting the actual nom- 
ination in the field of determining 
who else the nominee shall be, aad in 
determining the party's policies, Cox 
is clearly disclosed to be much to the 
front and probably will succeed in be- 
ing to the front.

and the police band, and ineluded 35 
marchers and 36 women in motor cars. 

At city hall the paraders were 
joined by about 50 men and 150 
women... Mrs. Welzmiller urged the 
women to sypport the federal govern- 
ment’s injwnction against the sugat 
interests. She said she had been in- 
federal agents that the 
woman’s sugar boycott movement had 
been the direct cause of the drop in 
sugar future prices. The loca! move- 
ment, she added, included 5,000 active 
wotkers, and 1,000,000 women sup- 
worters, 

Mayor Hylan pledged the support 
of the city administration to the boy- 
cott, 

In today’s trading, reports of a 
better demand for Cuban sugar on 
active covering and renewed buying 
by trade interests changed yesterday's

‘ago, May 4—That Leighton 
the Northwestern university 
freshman whose skeleton was found 


under a breakwater a few days ago, 
may have committed suicide, was hint- 
ed by Coroner Osear Wolff Friday, 
as one development followed another 
in tbe intensive § investigation of 
 Mount’s death by the coroner, the 
state attorney's office, the university 
and the police. 

Mount’s death occurred during a 
night of interclass hazing on the uni- 

versity campus in September, 1921, 
and the authorities bad unanimously 
agreed upon the theory that Mount 
met his death accidentally at the 
hands of fellow graduates bent on 
hazing him. 

The principal developments in the 
Mount case today, were: 

The statement of Miss Doris Fuch- 
son, former friend of Mount, that she 
had warned Mrs. J. L. Mount, the 
youth's mether, that Leighton had 
threatened to commit suicide during 
the class rush of 1921; this complete- 
ly reversing the testimony the girl 
rave at the inquest, Her new state- 
ment was not denied by Mrs. Mount, 
who, with her husband, had been fore- 
most in deneuncing the university and 


demanding that young Mount’s 
be avenged.

Coast-to-Coast Fliers Dis- 
cussing Flight of 48 Hours 
as Next Step. ; 


May 4,—While 


San Diego, Cal., 
airmen all over the country were 
showering Lieutenants John A. Mace- 
Ready and Oakley Kelly with con- 
gratulations on their record-breaking 
ocean-to-ovean flight Friday, the two 
plucky and daring aviators were al- 
ready discussing what would be their 
next feat. 

A longer sustained flight, one of 
43 hours’ duration, is being discussed 
as something worth atvempting, with 
Dayton, Ohio, as the possible scene. 

Still other talk is of a round-the- 
world flight, something that stirred 
the imagination of flying inen for 
years, but has geemed far from ac- 
complishment. 

The round-the-world 
be without stops, 
jumps will be taken. 

The monoplane T-2, the great giant 

of the air which carried the two men, 
also is in-the center of admiring 
crowds.
